The Committee on Ways aud Means, 
with which an attendance cl members in­ 
vestigated the New York Custom House 
last summer, adjourned to meet here on 
the 23th inst., but they are not expected to 
do anything.

“A feeling has su Idenly come over me,' 
continued the general solemnly, * which is 
more startling than a prophecy, that I 
shall be killed in to-m jrrow ’s fight. As I 
spoke to you I saw the green hills of the 
Ohio as if I stood among them. They be­ 
gin to recede from me lo a weird way, and 
as they disappeared, the conviction tushed 
through me Uke the lightning’s shock that 
I would never see them again.’ 
“I rallied him forjhis superstition, but the 
belief bad become stran g er impressed up 
on hts mind, and he succeeded ta so tar 
thrilling me with his own unnatural fear 
that I begged him to finish his poem be* 
fore he slept, that such fine work might
